THE FOOL-K IL LE R GETS A JOB. 


An idiotic experiment was tried in Prov i­ 
dence yesterday, with results that might 
easily hav e been foreseen.

Cornell, the constructor, proposed to demon­ 
strate that the accidental fall of the contri­ 
v ance down a shaft (35 feet high would be a 
perfectly safe operation.

propose to risk the torturing of] some dumb 
animal by locking him in the car and per­ 
mitting him to drop, but brav ely got in him­ 
self. 
Not to be outdone in courage, Mr. 
J ones, the manager of the building, got in 
also, and with these ‘gentlemen went J acob 
Iiosenfeld, a reporter for the 
Telegram. 
A 
basket of eggs and a glass of water were set 
upon the floor, it being proposed to demon­ 
strate not only that human life was perfectly 
safe, but that the eggs could go down with­ 
out being broken and the w-ater without 
spilling.

Cornell 
cut 
the 
rope 
and 
the 
structure 
dropped 
with

When the car was opened at the 
bottom of the shaft, the three men were 
found lying on the floor with their heads 
badly cut. 
J ones and Cornell were conv eyed 
to the Rhode Island Hospital, where the for­ 
mer died at four o’clock of a broken back. 
Cornell was badly shocked, but at last ac­ 
counts was quite comfortable and may 
re ­ 
cov er. Iiosenfeld,who was the lightest of the 
three men, was less seriously hurt, though he 
has hemorrhages of the head,which was bad­ 
ly cut, and his eyes are blacked and his back 
strained. 
No report is made concerning the 
fate of the eggs and water. 
The fool-killer, it will be observ ed, is not 
alw ajs asleep, though he is accused of lieing 
off duty more frequently than any other 
public serv ant. 
If Mr. Cornell liv es to send 
down another elev ator, he will probably be 
content to experiment with eggs, unless a dis­ 
appointed office seeker happens along and is 
weary of life. 


A SAMPLE PENSION DECISION. 


Old soldiers can learn from the decision in 
the case of Mary E. M cNeill, the widow- of 
& member of the 119th Illinois v olunteers, 
that no pension claim with a shadow of merit 
in it is,in danger of being rejected under the 
present administration. 
M cNeill receiv ed his 
injury while engaged in a friendly wrestle 
with a eomrade in camp. 
The injury re 
suited in death. The claim had been rejected 
by Commissioner Black on the ground that 
the accident occurred when the soldier was 
not in the line of his military duty. 
But As­ 
sistant Secretary Bussey, who renders the 
present decision, says the soldier “ was not act 
ing in v iolation of any of the rule? and regu 
latiuns of the serv ice, nor disobeying any 
command of his superior officers, nor con 
ducting himself in an unseemly or unsoldier 
like manner, nor doing anything calculated 
to disturb or transgress military discipline or 
good order.” 
Broadly stated, the Department takes its 
stand on the just principle that the gov ern­ 
ment is responsible for the life and safety of 
the soldier at all times from the moment that 
he enters the serv ice, and that its protection 
is forfeited only by disobedient or unlawful 
acts. 
This may at first glance appear to be 
excessiv e generosity, but it is only just. 
The 
gov ernment is rich enough to prov ide for the 
fam ilies of all whose liv es were sacrificed in 
its defense, and the day o f technical objec­ 
tions, urged through fear of the Confederate 
Brigadiers in Congress, is past.

In its original shape the friends 
of the bill claimed that the Gov ernor was 
commuted to it. 
It has undergone import 
ant amendments in the Legislature, the chief 
of which is a considerable increase in the 
license fees, but yet it is not nearly so objec­ 
tionable to the liquor trade as the two Crosby 
bills that preceded it. 
Gov . Hill sometimes indulges in acts that 
are surprises. 
It would be a great surprise 
if he should allow the Excise Commission 
bill to become a law-, either with or without 
his signature. 
And yet it would be the most 
popular act of his administration. 
Long be 
fore the expiration ot his term the liquor 
trade would be able to adapt itself to the 
change, and find in it better legal protection 
to the law-obeying portion and many decided 
benefits.

T H E C E NSUS OF 1890. 


S om e of th e W onde rfu l "C h a nge s it 
K cveal. 
[From th e B ankers' M agazine.] 
The census of 1890 will rev eal many w on­ 
derful changes. 
The central line of popula­ 
tion will be much nearer the Mississippi riv er 
than it was ten years ago. 
A series of maps 
like those contained in the last census, of gra­ 
dations iu color, to indicate the changes in the 
density of population, wealth, health anti 
other important facts, will present a curious 
contrast with the maps that we now hav e for 
the census of 1880, or that of 1870. Ov er 16,- 
OOOJKX) acres of land were sold iu the last fis­ 
cal year under the operation of the homestead 
and timber culture law. 
More than 124,000,- 
000 of acres hav e been settled in the last eight 
years, representing a larger area than the 
states of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and Michi­ 
gan. 
The greatest changes hav e been made in 
the northwestern group of states and terri­ 
tories, comprising Dakota, Nebraska, Minne­ 
sota. Wyoming and Montana, where nearly 
60,000,000 of acres hav e been settled in the 
last eight years. 
I d the southwestern group, 
comprising Kansas, Colorado, Missouri and 
New Mexico, nearly 30,000,000 of acres hav e 
been occupied. 
On the Pacific coast 19,000,- 
000 of acres more hav e been settled, and 13, 
000,000 of acres must be added for the South­ 
ern states on both sides of the Mississippi. 
Along the Pacific roads 18,000,000 of acres 
hav e been opened since the last census. 
In 
other words, the gov ernment and Pacific 
railroads hav e opened for settlement in the 
last eight v ears a territory larger than the 
N ew England, Middle States and South Car­ 
olina combined; larger than Germany or 
France, and about twice as .large as Great 
Britaiu and Ireland.

HIGH LICENSE AND PROHIBITION. 


H ow B os ton H a» G ot A h e a d of M aine 
th e T e m p e r a nc e Q ue s tion. 
[From th e.New York Sun.] 
Under high license Boston will hav e only 
780 places where liquor can be purchased. 
That is the prescribed limit, and the Com­ 
missioners are at present endeav oring to de­ 
cide with as little friction as possible which 
of the present dealers shall hav e their licenses 
renewed, and which shall he compelled to go 
out of business. 
The population of Bos(pn is probably al­ 
most, if not quite, half a million at the pres 
ent time. 
In 1880 it was 362,000. 
Ev en if 
it does not now exceed 4o0,000, there will be 
uuder high license only one liquor seller to 
ev ery 577 inhabitants. 
Under prohibition, supposing that the state 
had adopted the 
proposed 
Constitutional 
Amendment, Boston would hav e had, theo­ 
retically, no saloons, liars, or rum shops. 
How many such establishments would hav e 
flourished, in fact, under the prohibitory 
system may 
be 
inferred 
from 
statistics 
gathered in the Maine cities by I)r. J ohn C. 
Stewart of York, a friend of temperance and 
a member of a lodge of Good Templars. 
At n c<i« rion of Good Templar« in Portland 
recently Dr. Stewart reported that he hud in 
v estigated the Internal Rev enue records for 
the present year, and thus computed the ratio 
of drinking places to population in the prin­ 
cipal cities and towns. 
There are 798 saloon keepers aud rumsell 
ers in Maine who pay this year to the United 
States Gov ernment the special internal rev ­ 
enue tax. 
The population of the state does 
not greatly exceed that of the city of Boston, 
and there are in Maine a good many v enders 
of alcoholic stimulants who dodge the internal 
rev enue tax just as they dodge "the prohibi­ 
tory law. 
It is fair to say that the propor- 
t ion of rum sellers to population in Maine, under 
prohibition, is about the same as it will be in 
Boston under rigid high license. 
But in the cities of Maine the proportion is 
much greater. 
Augusta has one rum-seller 
for ev ery 361 inhabitants, Lewiston one for 
ev ery 318 inhabitants, Portland one for ev ery 
201 inhabitants, Rockland one for ev ery 177 
inhabitants, Bangor one for ev ery 120 inkab 
itants. 
In the last mentioned city of less 
than 20,000 inhabitants there are 140 rum- 
seilsrs who pay the United States tax. 
That 
is to say, rum shops arc nearly fiv e times as 
thick in Bangor as they will be in Boston. 
Boston will be better off with a rigidly en­ 
forced high license system than it would 
hav e been with a farcical prohibition of the 
liquor traffic. 
The cities of Maine would lie 
better off with high license than 
they 
are 
under the prohibitory statutes, hacked by the 
prohibitory clause in the slate constitution.

President to take ample time for a judicious 
selection. 
There were m any applicants, and 
it is said that the disposal of the office has 
caused the President more trouble than any 
other within his gift.

W hen this number had liecn thinned down to 
three and they were engaged in a red hot 
quarrel, Palmer made his appearance, backed

F uller. 
One of the contending three. Mere­ 
dith of Illinois, was placated with the offer 
of the position of Chief of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, while the others, 
Osborne of California and Nicholls of South 
Carolina, have been apparently left out in the 
cold. 
T he selection of Mr. Painter will be grati­ 
fying to New Yorkers, as he began his busi­ 
ness career in this state.

upon the floor, it being proposed to demon 
strate not only that hum an life was perfectly 
safe, but that the eggs could go down w ith­ 
out being broken and the water without 
spilling.

When the car was opened at the 
bottom of the shaft, the three men were 
found lying on the floor with their heads 
liadly cut. 
Jones and Cornell were conveyed 
to the Ilbode Island H ospital, where the for­ 
m er died at four o’clock of a broken back. 
Cornell was badly shocked, but at last ac­ 
counts was quite com fortable and m ay re­ 
cover. llosenfcld,who was the lightest of the 
three men, was less seriously hurt, though he 
lias hemorrhages of the head,which was bad­ 
ly cut, and his eyes are blacked and his back 
strained. 
No report is made concerning the 
fate of the eggs and water. 
The fool-killer, it will lie observed, is not 
always asleep, though he is accused of bein; 
off duty more frequently than any other 
po.i>lic servant. 
If Air. Cornell lives to send 
down another elevator, he will probably be 
content to experiment w itn eggs, unless a dis­ 
appointed office seeker happens along and is 
weary of life. 


A SAMPLE PENSION DECISION. 


Old soldiers can learn from the decision in 
the case of Mary E. McNeill, the widow of 
& member of the 119th Illinois volunteers 
that no pension claim with a shadow of merit 
in it is,in danger of being rejected under tbe 
present administration. McNeill received his 
injury while engaged in a frieudly wrestle 
with a comrade in camp. 
The injury re­ 
sulted in death. The claim had been rejected 
by Commissioner Black on the ground that 
the accident occurred when the soldier was 
not in the line of his military duty. 
But As­ 
sistant Secretary Bussey, who renders the 
present decision, says the soldier “ was not act­ 
ing in violation of any of the rules and regu­ 
lations of the service, nor disobeying anyr 
command of his superior officers, nor con­ 
ducting himself in an unseemly or unsoldier- 
like manner, nor doing anything calculated 
to disturb or transgress military discipline or 
good order.” 
Broadly stated, the Department takes its 
stand on the just principle that the govern­ 
ment is responsible for the life and safety of 
the soldier at all times from the moment that 
he enters the service, and that its protection 
is forfeited only by disobedient or unlawful 
acts. 
This may at first glance appear to be 
excessive generosity, but it is only just. 
The 
government is rich enough to provide for the 
families of all whose lives were sacrificed in 
Its defense, and tbe day of technical objec­ 
tions, urged through fear of the Confederate 
Brigadiers in Congress, is past.

THE CENSUS OF 1890. 


S om e o f th e W o n d e rfu l [[C hanges it v 
K e v e a l. 
[From the B ankers' Magazine.) 
The census of 1890 will reveal many won 
derful changes. 
The central line of popula­ 
tion will be much nearer tbe Mississippi river 
than il was ten venrs ago. 
A series of maps 
like those contained in the last census, of g ra­ 
dations in color, to indicate the changes in the 
density of population, wealth, health and 
other important facts, will present a curious 
contrast with the m aps that we now have for 
tbe census of 1880, or that of 1870. Over 16,- 
OG0,<M)0 acres of land were sold in the last tú 
cal year under tbe operation of the homestead 
and timber culture law. 
Alore than 124,000,- 
000 of acres have been settled in the last eight 
years, representing a larger area than the 
states of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and Alichi 
gun. 
The greatest changes have been made in 
the northwestern group of states and lerri 
lories, comprising Dakota, Nebraska, M inne­ 
sota, Wyoming and Alontana, where nearly 
60,000,000 of acres have been settled in the 
last eight years. 
Id the southwestern group, 
comprising Kansas, Colorado, Missouri and 
New Mexico, nearly 30,000,000 of acres have 
been occupied. 
On tbe Pacific coast 19,000, 
000 of acres more have been settled, and 13, 
000,000 of acres must be added for the South­ 
ern states on both sides of the Alississippi 
Along the Pacific roads 18,000,000 of acres 
have been opened since the last census. 
In 
other words, the governm ent and Pacific 
railroads have opened for settlement in the 
last eight vears a territory larger than the 
New England, Aliddle States and South Car 
olina combined; larger than Germany or 
France, and about twice as .large as G icat 
Britaiu and Ireland. 


HIGH LICENSE A N D PROHIBITION. 


H ow B o sto n H as G o t A h e a d o f M ain e on 
th e T e m p e ra n c e Q u estio n . 
[From the.New York Sun.) 
Under high license Boston will have only 
780 places where liquor can be purchased. 
T hat is the prescribed limit, and the Com 
missioners are at present endeavoring to de­ 
cide with as little friction as possible which 
of the present dealers shall have their licenses 
renewed, and which shall he compelled to go 
out of business. 
The population of Bos\pn is probably al 
most, if not quite, half a million at the pres 
ent time. 
In 1880 it was 362,000. 
Even if 
it does not now exceed 450,000, there will be 
under high license only one liquor seller to 
every 577 inhabitants. 
Under prohibition, supposing that the state 
had adopted the 
proposed 
Constitutional 
Amendment, Boston would have had, theo­ 
retically, no saloons, bars, or rum shops. 
How many such establishments would have 
flourished' in fact, under the prohibitory 
system may 
be 
inferred 
from 
statistics 
gathered in the Maine cities by I)r. John C. 
Stewart of York, a friend of temperance and 
a member of a lodge of Good Templars. 
Ai a «ission of Good Templars in Portland 
recently Dr. Stewart reported that he had in 
vestigated the Internal Revenue records for 
the present year, and thus computed the ratio 
of drinking places to population in the prin­ 
cipal cities and towns. 
There are 798 saloon keepers aud rumsell 
ers in Alaine who pay this year to the United 
States Government the special internal rev 
cnue lax. 
The population of the state does 
not greatly exceed that of the city of Boston, 
and there are in Maine a good many venders 
of alcoholic stim ulants wliododge the internal 
revenue tax just as they dodge the prohibí 
tory law. 
It Is fair to say that the propor­ 
tion of rum sellers to population in Alainc, under 
prohibition, is about the same as it will be iu 
Boston under rigid high license. 
But in the cities of Alaine the proportion is 
much greater. 
A ugusta has one rum-Fcller 
for every 361 inhabitants, Lewiston one for 
every 318 inhabitants, Portland one for every 
261 inhabitants, Rockland one for every 177 
inhabitants, Bangor one for every 120 inhah 
itants. 
In the last mentioned city of less 
than 20,000 inhabitants there are 140 rum- 
sellsrs who pay the United States tax. 
T hat 
is to say, rum shops arc nearly' five times as 
thick in Ban sor as they will be in Boston. 
Boston will be belter off with a rigidly en­ 
forced high license system than it would 
have been with a farcical prohibition of the 
liquor traffic. 
T he cities of Alaine would Ire 
better off with high license than 
they 
are 
under the prohibitory statutes, backed by the 
prohibitory clause in tbe state constitution.

Old soldiers can learn from the decision in 
the case o f Mary E. M cN eil), the widow of 
a m em ber o f the !19tu Illinois volunteers, 
that no pension claim with a shadow of merit 
in it is,in danger of being rejected under the 
present adm inistration. 
M cN eill received his 
injury w hile engaged in a friendly wrestle 
w ith a com rade in cam p. 
T he injury re 
suited in death. T he claim had been rejected 
by Com m issioner Black on the ground that 
the accident occurred when the soldier was 
not in the line o f his m ilitary duty. 
But As­ 
sistant Secretary Bussey, w ho renders the 
present decision, says (lie soldier “ was not aet 
ing in violation o f any of the rule) ami regu 
Unions o f the service, Dor disobeying any 
com m and of his superior orth ere, nor con 
ducting him self in an unseem ly or unsolder 
like m anner, nor doing anything calculated 
to disturb or transgress m ilitary discipline or 
good order." 


Broadly stated, the Departm ent takes its 
stand on the just principle that the govern­ 
m ent is responsible for the life and safety of 
the soldier st all tim es from the m om ent that 
he enters the service, aud that its protection 
is forfeited only by disoliedient or unlawful 
acts. 
T h is m ay at Aret glance appear to lie 
excessive generosity, but it is only just. 
The 
governm ent is rich enough to provide for the 
fam ilies o f all whose lives were sacrificed in 
its defease, so d the day o f technical objec­ 
tions, urged through fear of the Confederate 
Brigadiers in Congress, is past.
